Dear Zaiir, 


Every person has a goal and purpose for embarking upon a trip, whether it be 
to conduct business, visit family, or for leisure. Likewise, there is also a purpose 
upon embarking to perform ziyarah of the Masümin (A), who are our connection 
to Allàh and the guides to His path. Thus, the goal of a zàir (visitor) is to express 
gratitude, passion, and love towards the Ahl al-Bayt and attain marifah (deep 
understanding) in order to receive the blessings of Allah. Upon returning from 
ziyarah, a zair should have attained a level of marifah much higher than before. 


A zair who embarks on a journey to ‘Iraq will have the privilege of visiting the 
graves of six Imams (A). To have such an opportunity is truly a privilege and 
blessing from Allah, and one should thank Allah for endowing him/her with this 
opportunity. The benefits of ziyarah can be seen in this world, as well as the 
hereafter. The least of these benefits is that the a ‘immah will visit the zà'ir and 
accompany him or her during the dark, difficult nights in the grave, especially on 
the first night. 


As | mentioned earlier, the goal of a zàir is to increase the ma'rifah and love of the 
Ahl al-Bayt (A). An increased understanding of the Ahl al-Bayt (A) naturally results 


in increased love for them. This eventually leads to obedience and following the 
Ahl al-Bayt (A) in every matter of life. This natural effect is the sole purpose for 
ziyarah. Ziyarah helps us connect to our a immah such that we attain the highest 
level of marifah of Allah, and in turn, our actions become a reflection of the actions 
of the Ahl al-Bayt (A). 


In order to achieve these lofty goals, one must be physically, mentally, and 
spiritually prepared for this magnificent journey. It is important for one to be aware 
and knowledgeable about the various locations of ziyarah, including the adab 
(etiquette), duás, and relevant historical facts. This book has been written to help 
a zàir achieve exactly this purpose. Although not all historical facts have been 
mentioned, the primary objective is for the zàir to understand the significance of 
the places he or she will be visiting, as well as the duas and ziyarat that are highly 
recommended to recite in the holy places.

is mustahab to perform the following actions before embarking on your journey: 


Ask Allah for khayr (goodness). 
Inform your relatives and friends about your departure and ask for their forgiveness. 


Prepare a will, especially for those things that are wajib. Settle your loans, debts, 
and khums. 

Read and learn about the holy personalities you are about to visit. 

Pick good people to travel with, who are similar to you in akhlaq and manners 
Pick a good time to travel; it is good to commence travel on Sunday, Tuesday. 
Thursday, or Saturday. It is makrüh to travel before Jum ah prayers. If you must 
leave on any of the other days, it is good to give sadaqah first. 

Fast for three days prior to your departure 

Perform a ghusl on the third day with the intention of ziyarah 

Next, recite a two raka'at salah (like Fajr) and ask Allah for goodness 

Gather your family and recite the following dua:

Practical Laws (Ahkam) for Ziyarah 47 


m Offering salah in the harams of the Imams (A) is mustahab; in fact, it is better than 
praying in a masjid because all of the harams are, in fact, masajid (e.g., Masjid 
un-Nabt). 

B itis good for a person to have adab (respect) and be careful not to pray "ahead" of 
the grave of the Prophet (S) and Imams (A) in a manner that would be considered 
disrespectful to the owner of that grave. (If you pray Salah in a manner that is 
disrespectful to the owner of the grave, it becomes haràm.) 

W The haram of Imam Husayn (A), Masjid al-Küfah, Masjid al-Haram, and Masjid 
an-Nabi are the four places where a traveler can choose to pray a full prayer or 
shortened prayer (please see individual chapters for a more detailed explanation). 

m When entering the harams of the Imams, or even their descendants, it is mustahab 
to enter with wudü. 

W Itihtiyat-e-wajib (obligatory precaution) that a person who is in the state of janabah, 
hayd, or nifas should not enter the haram of a Ma'süm and remain there (passing 
through is okay). However,it is okay to enter the harams of the other children of the 
Imams (e.g., Hadrat Abbas). 

W The haram, in this context, is that room that falls underneath the dome, where the 
darth is built. 
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| The Special Days of the Ma sumin 


According to our ahadith, each m of the week has been 


dedicated to some of the Ma'sümin. It is recommended to 
visit the Ma'süum on that specific day and has more thawab 
(rewards). The days are as follows: 


Saturday: Prophet Muhammad (S) 

Sunday: Imam ‘Alt (A) and Sayyidah Fatimah (A) 

Monday: Imam Hasan (A) and Imam Husayn (A) 

Tuesday: Imam as-Sajjad (A), Imam al-Bagir (A), 

and Imam as-Sadig (A) 

M Wednesday: Imam Mūsa al-Kadim (A), Imam ar- 
Ridha (A), Imam al-Jawad (A), and Imam al-HadT 
(A) 

W Thursday: Imam Hasan al-Askari (A) 

W Friday: Imam al-Mahdr (AJ) 


Etiquette (Adab) of Ziyarah 49 


(Etiquette (Adáb]ofziyamh | 

When visiting the Ma sümin, whether in their lifetime or after their shahadah, there are 

certain etiquette to follow. Some of these are mentioned below: 

Perform a ghusl and enter the haram in a state of taharah 

Wear clean, preferably white, clothes and perfume (within the parameters of figh) 

Avoid engaging in vain discussion about worldly matters 

Walk towards the haram with slow, small steps, with humility 

Reciting dhikr as you're walking towards the haram, especially Allāhu Akbar and 

Alhamdulillàn 

Ask for permission to enter (idhn ad-dukhül) along with humility and humbleness 

(khudü! - external humbleness and khusht - internal humbleness) 

Enter the haram with your right foot. 

Reciting takbir 100 times before reciting the Ziyarah 

Face the Darrh with your back towards the Qiblah while reciting the Ziyarah 

Afterwards, offer a two-raka at prayer with the intention of Ziyarah of the Ma süm 

Make dua and ask for your hajat (lawful wishes) after completing the Salah of 

Ziyarah 

Recite Quràn and gift that thawab (reward) to the Ma süm 

Have Hudhür al-Qalb (presence of heart) 

Seek istighfar (forgiveness) for your sins 

Be nice and respectful towards the khuddàm (caretakers) of the haram 

Every time you return to your place of stay, your focus should be to rest and eat 

and then return to Ziyarah 

When bidding farewell, recite Du a al-Wida (farewell du'a) as your last Ziyarah 

After reciting Du'à al-Wida, one should leave the haram immediately; as you are 

exiting, try not to have your back towards the darih 

m When you finish your visitation, you should leave the haram quickly, maintaining 
the excitement of Ziyarah (When one tends to stay long periods of time and 
socialize excessively, the excitement of Ziyarah may decrease.) 

W Every Ziyarah should be more spiritually uplifting than the previous one 

W Give Sadaqah and be kind to the poor, as well as the Sayyid families, in the city 


Salah of Ziyarah and the Gifted Salah | 

W Reciting the Salatul Ziyarah has only 
been recommended for the Ma sümin 
and a few others, such as Prophet Adam 
(A), Prophet Nüh (A), and the martyrs of 
Karbala. 

WB For everyone else, it is good to read a 
Salah after Ziyarah with the intention of 
gifting the thawab to their souls (e.g., the 
other descendents of the Imams (A), the 
scholars, parents, friends, relatives, etc.) 


Ziyarat an-Niyabah | 

(Ziyarah on Behalf of Somebody) | 
Is it good to perform ziyarah on behalf of someone 
else (whether they are alive or passed away) 
Both the nā'ib (the one performing the ziyarah) and 
manüb anhu (the one on whose behalf the ziyarah is 
being performed) will gain the reward of the ziyarah 
In ahadith, it is mentioned that Dawüd Surmi said 
to Imam Hasan al- Askar! (A), “I have performed 
the ziyarah of your father and have made a niyyah 
(intention) for the thawab to be given to you." The 
Imam (A) replied, "There is a supreme reward for you 
from Allàh, and from us, there is praise towards you." 
In another narration, some of the Imams were 
asked, "Is there a reward for someone who offers a 
two-raka at prayer, fasts for a day, performs Hajj or 
‘Umrah, or performs the ziyarah of the Prophet (S) or 
one of the Imams (A), and gifts that thawab to their 
mother, father, or brother/sister in faith?" In response, 
it was said, "The thawab of that action goes to the one 
on whose behalf it was done without taking away any 
thawab from the one performing the action." 
In the book Tahdhib, Shaykh Tüsi mentions that the 
performer (nà'ib) should recite the following salam at 
the end of their ziyarah:

‘Ali's (A) grave for the first time. 


165 AH: During the imamah of Imam al-Kazim (A), the first darih was constructed out of white stone. 
236 AH: Mutawakkil al- Abbasi destroyed the gravesite of Imam Alt (A). 
283 AH: Abül-Hayja, the shi'ah ruler of Müsil, built a grand dome and carpeted the haram. 


287 AH: Muhammad bin Zayd, one of the shi'ah kings of Tabaristan, created a grand structure 
around the grave of Imam ‘Ali (A), including a courtyard with 70 rooms. 


363 AH: The shi'ah king Adud ad-Dawlah expanded the haram and added to its grandeur. 

436 AH: Shaykh Tüsi migrated from Baghdad to Najaf and established the hawza al- llmryyah of 
Najaf. 

m 676 AH: Ata Malik Jüwayni built the first plumbing infrastructure for water to reach Najaf. 

755 AH: Due to a fire, the haram and darih were burnt, along with two Qur ans handwritten by Imam 
‘All (A). 

760 AH: The Mogul [I-Khanid Dynasty and their workers rebuilt the haram. 


1033 AH: Shah Abbas as-Safawi performed ziyarah and ordered that the haram, including the 
dome and the courtyard, be reconstructed and repaired. 


B 1047 AH: Shah as-Safawi ordered his wazir, Mirza Taqi Mazandarani, to expand the courtyards 
of the haram. 


1156 AH: Nadir Shah Afshar ordered the bricks on the dome to be replaced with gold. 
1211 AH: Agha Muhammad Khan Qajar gifted a silver darth 

1236 AH: Fatih ali Shah performed some repairs and construction for the haram 
1424 AH: After the fall of Saddam, a great expansion plan was put into place.

This holy place is located inside the darih, 
near the head of the Imam (A), and holds 
great significance. 


History narrates that Murrat ibn Qays 
was an oppressive governor. One day, 
he was engaging in a discussion about 
the history of his tribe and ancestors. He 
came to know that many of them were 
killed in war. When asked who killed them, 
he was told that most of them were killed 
by Ali ibn Abü Talib. When he asked 
where Imam Ali (A) was buried, they told 
him, "Najaf." 


Murrat prepared an army of 2,000 people 
and headed to Najaf. The people of Najaf 
bravely defended their city, but after six days 
of resistance, they were defeated. 


Murrat entered the haram of Imam Ali (A) 
and began destroying everything. He wanted 
to exhume the Imam's (A) body from his 
grave, but just then, two fingers shaped like 
swords miraculously came out of the darih 
and cut him in half. The two halves of his body 
miraculously turned into two stones. These 
two stones were used as a place for animals 
to relieve themselves. Later, the enemies took 
these two stones and hid them.

When our souls leave this world, they enter the fourth realm of our journey: barzakh. 


According to the Quran and ahadith, after we die and our souls enter the realm of barzakh, 
the souls of the mu minin enter Wadi as-Salàm, and the evil souls enter the Land of Barahut 
(the Land of Uneasiness). Based on these narrations, this is why the graveyard of Wadi as- 
Salam holds a special significance. It was the tradition of our Imams and ulama to visit this 
graveyard to contemplate and reflect. So, as you walk through Wadi as-Salam, think about 
where we come from, our responsibilities in this world, and our final destination. Imagine your 
casket being carried out. Reflect on your actions, and ask Allàh to place your soul amongst 
the mu minin in this graveyard. 


Some people think they need to be physically buried here for their soul to be here. However, 
that is not true. Regardless of where you are buried, if you are a true believer, your soul will 
be transferred here. People also think if they construct houses here, they will be buried here. 
However this, too, is not necessarily true. 


Imam as-Sadiq (A): There will be no believer left in the west or the east, except that his soul 
will be taken to Wadi as-Salam. 


According to ahadith, the soul of a believer will travel to the River of Kawthar through Wadi as- 
Salàm, and the believers will gather in gardens around this area, drinking delicious beverages 
and talking to each other. It will be like a piece of heaven!

Prophet Hud (A) was one of

He was known 
amongst the people as a great 
man for his beautiful akhlaq and 
characteristics. The people of ‘Ad 
were wealthy and powerful people 
who lived long lives, had great 
income, lived in lush lands, and 
enjoyed many other blessings 
from Allah. Unfortunately, they 
slowly became heedless towards 
Allah and began rebelling by 
worshipping idols. Prophet Hüd 
(A) was appointed by Allah 
to invite the people towards 
worshipping one God, Allah, and 
ceasing their idol worshipping 
and oppression.

(A) endeavored for many years 
to invite the people towards the 
truth. He would say, "| do not 
want any reward or money from 
you, and | am not inviting you 
for wealth or power. | am inviting 


you only for your own success." 


However, the people were 
oppressive towards Prophet 
Hud (A) and persisted in their 
wrongdoings. They would call 
him names, such as "crazy" and 
"liar," and arrogantly taunt him to 
send the punishment from Allah 
if he was indeed speaking the 
truth. Prophet Hud (A) continued 
to advise and guide them, but 
only a few believed while the rest 
denied his words and continued 


in their stubborn ways. Slowly, 


Allah's punishments became 


apparent. A drought took over the 
land, killing their crops. Then, one 
day, a cloud appeared in the sky, 
and the people became happy, 
but were unaware that this cloud 
was a cloud of punishment. Soon, 
Allah unleashed upon them a 
vicious storm and ferocious 
winds. It is said that the wind was 
so strong that it destroyed the 
land over the course of seven 
nights and eight days. By the 
command of Allah, everything 
and everyone on the land was 
destroyed. except Prophet Hüd 
(A) and his companions, who 
were saved by the mercy of Allah. 
After this incident, Prophet Hüd 
(A) migrated towards the land of 
Hadramuüt.

Prophet Salih (A) | 


After the tribe of Ad had been 
destroyed because of their 
sins, the people of Thamüd 
settled on that same land and 
Alah gave them even more 
blessings than the people of 
Àd. They had gardens, groves, 
and rock houses situated 
in between the mountains, 
to protect them from any 
calamities. Just like the people 
of ‘Ad, they lived comfortable 
lives full of blessings, but 
instead of thanking Allah and 
worshipping Him, they, too, 
began worshipping idols. In 
order to help them mend their 
ways, Allah appointed Prophet 
Salih (A) to guide them. While 
a few wise people believed, the 
others taunted Prophet Salih 
(A), and asked him to show 
them a miracle. By the power 
of Allah, Prophet Salih (A) 
granted this request and made 
a pregnant she-camel appear 
from inside the mountain. He 
warned the people not to harm 
the camel or else Allah would 


cast a fierce punishment upon 
them. Prophet Salih's (A) camel 
lived peacefully in the land and 
would eat and drink from the 
lush land.

The word 
Hannanah means "crying."

Sultan Husayn Safavi appointed his grandfather, Sayyid Muhammad, as the Shaykh al-Islam, 
(representing Shaykh) in Sistan, so his family moved there. Sayyid Sistani began his preliminary 
hawza studies after completing the elementary subjects in the year 1360 AH. He attended a series 
of literature classes by Adib Neishabüri and other prominent teachers. After finishing the preliminary 
and intermediate levels, he began studying philosophical and theological sciences. 


In the year 1368 AH, he moved to Qom and attend the figh and usul lessons of Ayatullah Borüjerdi. 
In 1371 AH, he moved to Najaf al-Ashraf and benefited from great teachers, such as Ayatullah Khai, 
Shaykh Husayn al-Hilli, Ayatullah Hakim, and Ayatullah Shahrūdī. 


In 1380 AH, Ayatullah Khü'i and Shaykh al-Hilli granted him the permission of ijtihad (deriving laws). 
Also, Ayatullah Tehrani wrote another letter verifying his proficiency in the studies of rijal and hadith.

He completed his preliminary 
studies in Afghanistan, and after 
his father passed away, he moved 
to Mashhad to study under great 
teachers such as Adib Neishaburi, 
Sayyid Yunus Ardabil, and Shaykh 
Kafai. However, his curious soul 
was thirsty for the atmosphere of 
Najaf. With the help of his teacher, 
Muhammad Ali Modarres Afghani, 
he was finally able to move there 
and benefit from the tutelage of 
Mirza Kazim Tabrizi, Shahid Sayyid 
Asadullah Madani, Mirza ‘Ali Falsafi, 
and Sheikh Mujtaba Lankarani. 
He attended Ayatullah —Khü'i's 
classes for 25 years straight and 
was amongst his elite students.

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Surely, Allah enjoins justice and kindness.' 
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Bayt at-Tasht is a place where a miracle of Imam Alt (A) took place. There was a girl who 
had taken a bath in the river, and a leech entered her body and began sucking her blood. 
The leech slowly grew, causing her stomach to expand. The people began thinking she 
was carrying a child and wanted Imam ‘Ali (A) to punish her for this. However, the Imam (A) 
instead ordered the people to set up a tent next to Dakkat al-Qada, and he called a midwife 
to examine the girl. After the exam, the woman concluded, "This girl is with child." To prove 
her innocence, the Imàm ordered a washtub full of muddy water to be brought and asked 
the girl to sit in the tub. When the leech smelled the muddy water, it came out of the girl. 
Through this miracle, the Imam(A) was able to prove her innocence.

When his hideout was reported 
to Ibn Ziyad, he sent his troops 
to capture him. Muslim fought 
bravely until he was captured 
and taken to Dar al-Imarah (the 
governors court) Here, they 
beheaded him and threw his 


body off the roof of the castle. 


They then sent the heads of 
Muslim and Hani to Yazid. 


Muslim ibn Aqil was martyred 
on the Sth of Dhül Hijjah, 60 AH 
(day of 'Arafah) and was the first 
martyr of Imam Husayn’s (A) 
caravan.

Mukhtar ibn Abī ‘Ubaydah al-Thagafi : 


Mukhtar ibn Abf Ubaydah al-Thaqafi was born 
in the first year of Hijrah. He was a young boy 
during the time of Imam Ali (A), and grew up in his 
presence. Although he was a devout shi ah, he 
was unable to participate in the battle of Karbala’, 
as he was imprisoned. Mukhtar was imprisoned 
twice by Ibn Ziyad. He was first imprisoned on 
the day of 'Ashura and again on the day of the 
Tawwabin uprising 


After he was released from prison, he launched a 
campaign to avenge the killing of Imam Husayn 
(A). After another unsuccessful uprising of the 
Tawwabin, Mukhtar laid the foundation for the 
shiah to rise up again. His army was called 
the Red Army and comprised of many other 
shi ah. Mukhtàr's army was led by Ibrahim ibn 
Malik al-Ashtar. He knew that in order for such 
a movement to succeed, it would either need to 
be led by one of the Ahl al-Bayt (A) or at least be 
approved by them. 


So, Mukhtar wrote letters to imam as-Sajjad (A) 
and Muhammad ibn Hanaftyya, the son of imam 
Alt (A). Imam as-Sajjad (A) had seen the lack of 
loyalty from the people and knew, based on his 
father's sayings, that these people only wanted 
the religion as long as it did not negatively 
interfere with their lives. Therefore, he did not 
directly answer the letter. So, Mukhtar went 
ahead with the uprising and was able to take 
revenge. When he sent the head of Ubaydullah 
ibn Ziyad to the Imam, the Imam fell into sajdah 
and said: 


Mukhtar ibn Abr Ubaydah al-Thagafr 


All praise is for Allah who helped take revenge 
from my enemies, and may Allah reward Mukhtar 
with the best.

went to Hajj and saw AIT ibn Husayn (A). He asked ;

On the third 
day, blood will flow from your 
nose and mouth and will dye your 
beard; you will be among those ten 
people who will be hung in front of 
Amr ibn Harith's house. Your tree 
will be the shortest one." Then, 
the Imam (A) actually showed him 
the palm tree and said, "You will 
be hung from this tree." 


After the martyrdom of Imam ‘Alt 
(A). Maytham used to come by 
that palm tree and would pray 
and talk with the tree. He would 
tell Amr ibn Harith, "Soon, | will 
be your neighbor Be a good 
neighbor for me." 


Amr didn't know what he was 
talking about and asked him, "Do 
you want to buy Ibn Mas üd's 
house or Ibn Haktm's?"5 


Maytham performed Hajj during 
his last year of life, and went to 
visit Umm Salamah in Madinah. 
When he asked for news of Imam 
Husayn (A), she told him, "I have 
heard the Noble Prophet (S) 
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mention you to Amir ul-Mu'minin 
(A) many times, and Imam 
Husayn (A) would mention you a 
lot as well." 


When Maytham returned to 
Küfah, Ubaydullah ibn Ziyad 
captured him. This was 10 days 
before Imam Husayn (A) entered 
the land of Karbala’. 


He asked Maytham, “Where ıs 
your Allah?” 


Maytham replied, “He is on the 
watch for the oppressors, and you 
are one of them.'? 


Finally, he was hung, just as 
Imam Ali (A) had foretold, 
but even as they hung him, he 
wouldn't stop praising the Ahl al- 
Bayt (A) or stop mentioning the 
evil conduct of Bani Umayyah. 
Therefore, Ibn Ziyad ordered his 
men to cut off his tongue and kill 
him. He was the first Muslim to 
be martyred in such a manner.

Masjid al-Sahlah is located about 2 kilometers northwest of Masjid al-Kufah 
and was built by Arab tribes during the first century of hijrah. Some say it has 
been named after its builder, Saheel. The Masjid was built on the land where 
the Abdul Qays tribe lived, and Bani Zafar is a branch of this tribe. Therefore, 


it is also sometimes referred to as Masjid as-Saheel, Bani? Zafar, and Abdul 
Qays. 


Ibn al-Faqih narrates that Imam ‘Ali (A) said, "There are four places in Küfah 
_ where four masaajid have been built." When asked about those four masaajid, 
the Imam (A) replied, “One of them is the Masjid of Zafar or Masjid al-Sahla.” 
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| The Virtues of Masjid al-Sahlah : 


After Masjid al-Küfah, there is no other masjid as virtuous 

as Masjid al-Sahlah. Imam as-Sadiq (A) mentions some of 

its virtues below: 

* It contains the houses of Prophet Idris (A), Prophet 
Ibrahim (A). and Hadrat Khidr (A) 

+ — Imam az-Zaman (AJ) will live here with his family 

+ All 124,000 Prophets have prayed in this masjid

After the Imam's | 
death, Mu'awiyah tried to have Sa sa ah curse Imam Ali (A), but he refused and instead cursed Mu'awiyah. Thus, 
he was exiled to Bahrain and passed away there in the year 56 AH. His grave is located south of Manama and is 
often visited by the believers. 


Masjid al-Sa'sa ah is a place where he used to perform ibadah. From our traditions, we also understand that imam 
Ali (A) prayed here, as well as Imam al-Mahdi (AJ), who also recited the special dua of Rajab here. 


Upon entering this masjid, one should offer two raka at of Tahiyat-e-Masjid, recite the special dua’ of this masjid, 
and recite the du'a' for the month of Rajab.

It has been narrated that the Noble Prophet (S) had told Zayd, "A 
part of you will go to heaven before you."

Karbala is located on the western side of the Euphrates River, about 67 miles (108 km) from Baghdad. 
Its history dates back to Babylonian times. Some historians assert that the word “Karbala” has been 
derived from the ancient Babylonian language and means “closeness to God"(.«s! o 5). 


Other people date its history back to ancient civilizations, due to the various remains and ancient 
temples in the city. The word Karbala is a compound word of two Assyrian words: "karb" — meaning 
shrine — and "ill" — meaning God; hence, the combination results in "Shrine of God.” 


More famously, Karbala comes from the two words "Karb" (hardships) and "Bala" (difficulties) 
beacuse when Imam Husayn (A) reached this land, he asked what it was called. Upon hearing the 
name "Karbala ," he said the following: 


AI 5 SSI Ge Gy 5561 3) call 
O Allah! Certainly, | seek refuge with You from the hardships and difficulties. 


Other names for Karbala are "Tif" and "Hira" (known as “Hair” today), which means “the land which 
refused to allow water into it.” It was given this name because when the Abbasid khalifah Mutawakkil 
ordered the holy shrine to be destroyed and flooded, the water miraculously stopped when it reached 
the holy grave, and instead went around it. This land was just a barren desert until the year 61 AH. 
However, after the tragedy of Karbala and construction of the holy shrines, it has become the center 
of pilgrimage in Iraq. 
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Imam Husayn (A) and his caravan arrived 
in Karbala’ on the 2nd of Muharram, 61 AH. 
According to some narrations, Imam Husayn 
(A) bought a small piece of land, about 36 km? 
in size (about 14 mi?), for 6,000 dirhams from 
the people of Naynava and Ghaziriyah. In the 
contract, he placed a condition that the sellers 
must guide the pilgrims in performing ziyarah 
of his grave and host them for three days. 
Today, that land is where Imam Husayn (A) 
and his companions are buried.

1048 AH: Sultan Murad IV ordered for the dome to be plastered from the outside. 

1135 AH: Nadir Shah's wife donated significant funds for the renovation and extension of the holy shrine. 
1155 AH: Nadir Shah Afshar adorned the existing buildings and donated expensive gifts to the shrine 
1211 AH: Agha Muhammad Khan Qajar ordered the dome to be covered in gold. 


1216 AH: Wahhabis attacked Karbala, destroying the darih and the courtyard, and stole its properties. After the 
attack, an Indian ruler built beautiful homes and bazaars (shops) in Karbala’. He also built a stronger wall around 
the city. 

1217 AH: Sayyid ‘Ali Tabataba i, author of Al-Riyad, built a fourth wall around the city with six gates. 

1227 AH: Fath ali Shah Qajar ordered for the haram to be renovated and replaceds the golden plates atop the 
dome. 


1232 AH: Fath ali Shah Qajar built a silver darih and gilded the courtyard. 


1250 AH: Fath ali Shah Qajar renovated the dome and the courtyard and constructed the dome of Hadrat Abbas's 
(A) shrine as well. 


1273 AH: Nasir ad-Din Shah renovated the dome oi the shrine of Imam Husayn (A) and part of its gildings. 


1276 AH: Telegraph lines were established in Karbala’, connecting it to the rest of the world. 


1285 AH: Midhat Pasha set up government buildings 
and expanded the city. 


1333 AH: After World War |, the city of Karbala was 
extended with new buildings and wider roads. 


1418 AH: Due to the Intifadah, many people took refuge 
in the shrine, but the tyrant Saddam Hussein fired a 
cannon at the holy dome, destroying a part of its gilding. 
He then opened fire on people, causing mass bloodshed. 
The bullet holes are still visible inside the holy shrine. 


1428 AH: In order to enhance the usage of the courtyard 
and protect the pilgrims from harsh weather, a roof was 
built over the courtyard. 


1431 AH: The minarets of the shrine of Hadrat Abbas (A) 
were gilded. 


Intifadah Shabaniyah 
The Intifadah Sha baniyah, which took place in 1991, 
was a very significant event for the Iraqi peple. 
From 1979 to 2003, Iraq was ruled by the evil tyrant 
Saddam Hussein, who brutally tortured many Muslims, 
especially the Shiah In the year 1991. Saddam 
attacked Kuwait, but was defeated 


Several days after the army was defeated in Kuwait 
and left in a vulnerable state, the Iraqi people decided 
to revolt against his oppressive regime. The Shi ah 
were quickly able to gain control over many cities, such 
as Kirkuk, and the Ba th regime was very close to being 
overthrown. 


power. and thus granted the Bath regime access 
to American helicopters. Through this action, they 
essentially gave them the green light to destroy the 
Shi ah uprising. In addition to the helicopters, Saddam's 
army also used tanks to suppress the revolts. Even from 
within the Shi'ah, some turned against them and joined 
the Ba'athists. 


During the Intifadah, tens of thousands of Shi ah within 
the deserts, cities, and prisons were martyred. This 
event is marked as a "Day of Resistance" in Iraq and 
served as a catalyst in overthrowing the oppressive 
regime of Saddam Hussein

Karbala (Hair al-Husayni) is one of the four places where a 
traveller may choose to offer his/her Salah in full or qasr. 

In Karbala, the only area where you may perform your prayers | 
in full is in the vicinity of the Hair. If you are unsure of its vicinity, 
then practice ihtiyat (caution) by praying qasr. 

Pilgrims can act according to their Marja's fatwa below: 


Ayatullahs Khumayni, Fadil Lankarani, and KhaminiT: it is 
permissible to perform your prayers in full within 37.7 feet of the 
holy grave. 

Ayatullahs Sistáni and Subhani: it is permissible to perform 
your prayers within 36 feet of the holy grave; out of precaution, it is 
better to prayer qasr further out from the darth. 

Ayatullah Wahid Khurasanr: it is permissible to perform your 
prayers in full within the entire haram. 

Ayatullahs Khü'i, Bahjat, Makarim, and Tabrizi: it is permissible 
to perform your prayers in full around the holy darth (Hà'ir) and 
ihtiyat wajib to perform qasr prayers further out from the darih. 
Ayatullah Safr Gulpaygani: it is permissible to perform your 
prayers in full within the entire haram. 

Ayatullah Araki and Shubayri Zanjani: a traveller must offer 
qasr prayer even in the Hair.

Start by praising Allah and reciting salawat as you walk slowly, with complete tranquility. 
Walk modestly and with humility, just as servants and companions would. 

Enter the shrine in the same condition that you entered the city — tired, thirsty, hungry, 
sad, etc. and ask for your wishes. 

Offer many prayers and recite abundant salawats 

Before entering the shrine, recite the Idhn ad-Dukhül (Permission to Enter) 


Inside the haram: 


When you enter the haram, head towards Hair al-Husayni and ask for your du as, 
because this is the place of istijabah (acceptance of du'à s). 

Try to offer your obligatory prayers, as well as recommended prayers, by the Imam’s 
(A) grave since it is accepted there. The rewards for performing a wajib (mandatory) 
prayer there is equal to performing Hajj, and a nafilah prayer (recommended) is equal to 
performing Umrah. 

Ibn Qulawayh narrates from Imam al-Bágir (A), "Whenever you have a hájah (request), 
go to the holy grave of Imam Husayn (A) and offer a four raka at prayer (in two sets of 
two raka at), and then ask for your request." 

Among the recommended deeds is reciting salawat upon him and his holy family. 
Stand behind the head and recite salawat upon the Noble Prophet (S) and his beloved 
family and Imam Husayn (A). 

Recite the tasbih of Amir al-Mu'minin 1,000 times by the holy head (If you're facing 
qiblah, the head is located in the furthest part of the darih on your right). 

Recite the tasbih of Sayyidah Fatimah (A) 1,000 times by the Imám's (A) foot. 

It is recommended to offer a two raka t prayer by the holy head in which you recite 
Strat al-Fátihah and Sürat ar-Rahman in the first rak'ah and Surat al-Fatinah and Strat 
al-Mulk in the second rak'ah. The reward of this prayer is equal to 25 accepted Hajj 
alongside the Prophet (S). 


It is narrated from Imam as-Sadiq (A) that whoever walks to perform the ziyarah 
of Imam Husayn (A), for each step, Allah will give him/her the reward of 1,000 
good actions, forgive 1,000 sins, and elevate his/her status by 1,000 levels.

When Muslim ibn 
‘Aqil came to Küfah, Habib offered his allegiance and also tried 
to collect allegiance from others. imam Husayn (A) wrote him a 
letter after the martyrdom of Muslim ibn Aqil, asking him to join 
him in Karbala’. 

Habib had a high status in the eyes of Imam Husayn (A), and when he joined imam Husayn (A) in Karbala , 
he was placed as the commander of the army's left wing. He also attempted to recruit some men from the 
Bani Asad to join the imàm's (A) army, but the Yazidi army prevented that from happening.? 


Habib was 75 years at the time of his martyrdom, and his head was placed on a spear, along with others, 
and paraded through Küfah. His grave is apart from the 72 companions because similar to Hurr, his tribe 


came and buried his body. His darih is located on the men's side.

The grave of Sayyid Ibrahim al-Mujab is located on the women's side. Sayyid Y 
Ibrahim al Mujab was the son of Sayyid Muhammad Abid, who was the son of N 
Imam Musa al-Kadim (A). He came to Karbala’ in the year 247 AH and settled 7 
there. During that time, Muhammad Muntasir, the son of Mutawakkil, was the N 
Abbasid c'Alīph in power. He was very offended by how his father used to treat 
the Shi'ah and therefore took a different approach by allowing them to perform 
ziyarah to the shrine of Imam Husayn (A). 
During this time, Sayyid Ibrahim came to Karbala for Ziyarah. When he reached 
the Imam's (A) holy shrine, he faced the holy grave and greeted him:

Fital Nishaport narrates the following story from Umm | ax 
Salmah: 


One day, the Prophet (S) was sitting next to Umm Salmah | 
when Angel Jibrail descended. The two of them were | 
talking, when Hasan ibn ‘Ali (A) knocked on the door. She | 
went to open the door and saw that Husayn was also with | 
him. The two of them entered and saw their grandfather 

talking to Jibråīl, who looked like Dahiyah Kalbī, one of 

the good companions of the Prophet (S). The boys began | 


walking in circles around him. 


Jibrail said, “O Rasül Allāh, what are these children | 
doing?" The Prophet (S) replied, “They are seeing you in the form Dahiyah Kalbr." Then, Jibráil 
pretended to reach into his pocket and suddenly pulled out an apple, quince, and pomegranate 
and handed them to Imam Hasan. Again, he pulled out the same three fruits and gave them to 
{mam Husayn (A). The two of them happily showed the fruits to their grandfather. The Prophet 
(S) took the fruits, smelled them, and then gave them back. He said to the boys, "Take these 
fruits and go to your mother. And if you go to your father first, then that is better." 


The two young Imams followed the Prophet's (S) instructions and went home without eating the 
fruits. Some time later, the Prophet (S) went to visit them and saw that the fruit was still there. He 
said, “O Ali, why didn't you eat from the fruit and give it to your wife and children?" He then told 
them the story behind where the fruit came from, and then the Prophet (S), Imam Alt, Sayyidah 
Fatimah (A), Imam Hasan, Imam Husayn (A), and Umm Salmah all ate from the fruit. But even 
as they ate, the fruit did not diminish. Regardless of how much they ate, the fruit remained 
intact until after the Prophet (S) died. Imàm Husayn has said that after Fatimah (A) died, the 
pomegranate disappeared. Then, when Imàm'Ali was martyred, the quince disappeared.

Now, only the apple remained. 
When Imam Husayn (A) and his 
companions were under siege 
and forbidden water, Imam 
Husayn (A) said that every time 
he was thirsty, he would smell 
the apple, and his extreme thirst 
would subside. When his thirst 
became unbearable and his 
martyrdom was approaching, 
he finally bit into the apple. 


Imam as-Sajjad (A) has said that 
when the Imam was martyred, 
the fragrance of the apple arose 
from the spot of his martyrdom. 
Imam as-Sajjad (A) looked for 
the apple, but could not find 
anything; yet, the smell of the 
apple remained. The !mam 
(A) visited his grave and could 
smell the apple from his grave. 


So when the shiahs go for 
ziyarah, if they want to smell 
the apple, they should go to the 
darih near sahar time, and if 
they are sincere, they will smell 
it, inshaAllah.

The status of infallibility is manifested completely within the 14 
Ma’sumin, while others have been able to reach it to some extent, 
such as Sayyidah Zaynab, Ali Akbar, Sayyidah Ma'sümah, and 
Hadrat Abbas (A). 

Hadrat Abbas (A) is a personality that has reached a very high 
level of ismah (infallibility). In fact, he has reached such a high 
level that some of the ahkam, etiquettes, and mustahabat of his 
ziyarah and haram are similar to those of the 14 Ma'sümin.

(Furat). Today, this river is 20 km 
east of Karbala. According to 
narrations, the water of the Furat 
has many virtues and blessings, 
some of which are mentioned 
below: l 
Drinking from it is always 
mustahab, whether or not it is | 
for cure. 
Itis mustahab to give newborns 
a taste of the water of furat and turbah of Aba 'Abd Allah. 


Whoever performs ghusl with water from the Euphrates Hiver, it is as if he or she is reborn and 


cleansed of all sins before they perform their ziyarah. 


According to some narrations, the Euphrates River was the Islamic dowry of Sayyidah Fatimah 


(A). 


Reminder: You don't have to go into the actual river to get the blessings of the Euphrates. The 


tap water in Karbala is from the Euphrates, so insha ‘Allah 
using the tap water has the same bounties and blessings. 
The Alqamah River is a branch of the Euphrates that flows 
from Karbala | to Küfah. It used to be on the eastern part of 
Hadrat Abbas's haram, but has now dried up, which is why 
that street is known as Alqamah Street.

| Maqam Imam as-Sadiq (A) | 


Magam of Imam as-Sadiq (A) is 
located on the northern side of 
Imam Husayn’s (A) shrine, as you 
pass the Nahr al-Husayniyyah and 
walk through gardens known as 
Ja fariyyat. Thirty meters in, you will 
reach this place where it is said Imam 
Ja'far as-Sadiq (A) used to reside. He 
would perform ghusl with the water of 
the Euprhates and then go towards 
the haram to perform ziyarah. 


The maqam used to be a hexagon shaped building with a 
green dome on top. However, after the Intifadah Sha baniyya 
of 1991, Saddam began destroying religious monuments 
and masajid. During this time, this maqam was also leveled 
to the ground. 


One of the neighboring landlords rebuilt it in 1994, but it 
was left without a caretaker due to security precautions, as 
it was too close to a military base. This strategic placement 
allowed Saddam's forces to prevent any locals or pilgrims & 

from visiting this place. : 


Today, this maqam has expanded by 600 meters?. There is 
a beautiful gate at the entrance, as well as a large courtyard 
where pilgrims rest. 


i Hurr: The Free | 


Hurr, the son of Yazid ibn al-Nàjrya al-Tamimr al-Riyahi was from 6X 
the tribe of Bani Tamim. He was well-known in his tribe and in Küfah. 
In the year 60 AH, he was appointed by Ubaydullah ibn Ziyad as the 
commander of 30,000 militants from the Bani Tamim and Hamdan | 
tribes. After Umar ibn Sa'ad, he was the most important figure of | 
the Kufan Army in the battle of Karbala’ and was tasked with the ise. 
mission to block the path of Imam Husayn (A). = 
As he and his men reached the Imam’s (A) caravan, the Imam (A) 
ordered his men to provide water for Hurr and his troops, and the £! 
Imam (A) himself even brought some water to Hurr. This compassion 
shown by the Imam (A) awakened Hurr's soul, leading to a shift in ioe 
his behavior to such an extent that on the 8th of Muharram, ibn * 
Sa ad repositioned him further from the Imam. 
But the touch of an Infallible (A) did not stop there. Once the Truth sheds some light on 
the heart of a believer who has the capacity to bear the Truth, it will work its charm. So, on 
the day of Ashürà, he finally made up his mind and used the excuse of watering his horse 
to break away from ibn Sa'ad's army and joined Imàm Husayn (A). The minute he was 
pardoned from the Imam (A), he asked for permission to be the first one in the battlefield. 
He tried to talk with the people of Küfah and warn them about conducting the biggest 
mistake of their lives. A group of the enemies were moved by his speech and wanted to end 
the war, but the rest of the army began launching arrows at him. After a great battle, Ayyub 
ibn Musarrah martyred al-Hurr. 
Imam Husayn (A) rushed towards him As Hurr was taking his last few breaths, the Imam 
placed Hurr’s head on his lap, and said: : ;

The tradition of performing ziyarah on foot has been practiced 
since the time of the Ma'sümin (A). The reward for this action AN 
cannot even be measured. Fadil Darbandi writes: : 


L 
The act of walking to perform ziyarah is either due to a lack of 
money, which shows the pilgrim's level of enthusiasm and 
passion, or it is due to the pilgrim viewing him or herself humbly à 
in comparison to the role model of martyrdom. In either of these i! zs 
situations, the pilgrim will be able to tolerate every little pain and 
hardship during such a journey, and both cases are extremely precious.? 
It has been the tradition in Iraq for individuals, groups, and caravans to walk from various cities, such as 
Najaf, Basrah, and Baghdad, towards Karbala’. The walk is done more frequently during peak times, such 
as Arba'in, the week of Ashüra, 15th Sha bàn, and 1st Rajab. 
Many of our great scholars have participated in this tradition as well. This walk would provide many new 
tabligh opportunities, while people were mourning and reciting poems on the path. 


During the regime of Saddam, such walks themselves were viewed as a movement against the regime, 
especially while walking on the unofficial path through the palm tree lands by the Euphrates River. In 
the year 1397 AH, while this walk was taking place, an intense battle erupted between the army and the 
pilgrims, leaving many pilgrims wounded or killed. This event is known as the "Arba' in of Bloodshed."

575 AH: Al-Nasir li-Din Allah, with the help of his Shi ah vizier, constructed rooms around the shrine and 
setup the Dar ad-Diyafah (guesthouse). 


608 AH: The Abbasid khalifah converted the rooms around the shrine into an Islamic seminary. 
656 AH: The Mongol ruler Hülagü Khan attacked Baghdad, damaging Kazimayn as well. 


658 AH: Ata Malik al-Juwayni, the minister of Hülagü Khan, paid for the damages caused to Kazimayn 
and began rebuilding it. 


776 AH: Flooding of the Tigris River caused damage to the shrine. Sultan Uways Jalayiri repaired these 
damages. 


926 AH: Shah Ismail Safawi constructed a magnificent building, a masjid, and two mosaic domes on the 
northern side of the shrine. 


1045 AH: Shah Safawi built four minarets on the corners of the courtyard, which still exist today. 


1211 AH: Agha Muhammad Khan Qajar gilded the two domes and covered the ground and courtyard of 
the shrine in marble. 


1229 AH: Fath- Ali Shah Qajar adorned the interior of the shrine with intricate mirror work and gilded the 
minarets. 


1255 AH: Mu'tamid ad-Dawlah gilded the porches around the shrine. 


1282 AH: Shaykh al-'lIragayn, the representative of Nasir ad-Din Shah Qajar, adorned the porches with 
mirror work and gilded them; he also adorned the courtyard with mosaic tiles. Farhad Mirza, son of Abbas 
Mirza, played an instrumental role in rebuilding the shrine and was buried inside the shrine.

Important Figures Buried in the Shrine of Kazimayn 


Khawajah Nasir al-Din 
Tusi 

Nasir al-Din al-Tüsi was born on 
the 11th of Jamadi al-Awwal, 597 AH 
in Tus and passed away on Id al- 
Ghadir (18th Dhul Hijjah), 672 AH in 
Baghdad. He is buried in the hall that 
faces the head of the holy Imam (A), 
in the women's side. 

Nasir al-Din al-Tüs! was forced to 
be a part of the Iranian government, 
but he used this opportunity to 
help others. He did not assume 
the position for power, but rather, 
he was there to serve others and 
prevent oppression. He was also 
an architect and helped build many 
structures. He also took advantage 
of this position to help further Islam. 
His contributions and service to the 
people is unparalleled, which is why 
he is known as Nasir ad-Din at- 
TusT, the "Helper of Religion." Imam 
Khumayni has also praised him and 
mentioned his great qualities, and in 
Iran, there is a special day dedicated 
to his memory. 


Shaykh al-Mufid 


Shaykh al-Mufid was born in 
Ukbara, a small town north of 
Baghdad, on 11th Dhül Qadah, 
336 AH. He passed away on 3rd 
Ramadan, 413 AH. Sayyid Murtada 
led his Salat al-Mayyit and buried 
him in the holy shrine. His grave is 
in the hall that faces the feet of the 


holy Imam (A), in the men's side. 


Shaykh al-Mufid is the only person 
to have received letters from Imam 
az-Zaman (AJ) during the Greater 
Occultation. Some believe that he 
received 30 letters from the Imam 


(AJ) over the course of 30 years. 


Amongst his famous students are 
Shaykh at-Tüsi, Sayyid Radi, and 
Sayyid Murtada. 


Ibn Quliwayh Qumi 


Abül-Qasim Ja far ibn Muhammad, 
was a teacher of Shaykh al-Mufid 
and the author of Kamil az-Ziyarat. 
He passed away in 369 AH and is 
buried in the holy shrine in the hall 
that faces the feet of the holy Imam 
(A), alongside Shaykh al-Mufid. 


The Vivid Dream of 
Shaykh al-Mufid 


One day, Shaykh al-Mufid was 
sitting with his students and 
delivering a lecture, when they 
suddenly saw him arise to greet a 
guest. They turned around and saw 
a woman standing at the door with 
her two sons. 


After greeting the Shaykh, she said, 
“O Shaykh! Please teach these two 
sons of mine (Sayyid Murtada and 
Sayyid Rad?) fiqh.” 


The Shaykh's eyes were filled with 
tears and he replied, “The dream 
| had last night has come true! | 
dreamt that | was teaching in this 
masjid when Sayyidah Fatimah 
(A) entered our class along with 
her two dear sons, Imam al-Hasan 
(A) and Imam al-Husayn (A) The 
entire masjid was illuminated. She 
told me, ‘I have brought my sons to 
learn fiqh from you.’ When | woke 
up, | was in awe of their remarkable 
presence, and was preoccupied by 
that dream until now."

Sayyid Murtada & Sayyid Radi 


Sayyid Murtada, known as Alam 
al-Huda, was born in 355 AH ina 
shi ah neighborhood of Baghdad, 
and his brother, Sayyid Radi, was 
born in 359 AH. They are paternal 
descendants of Imam Misa al- 
Kazim (A) by five generations 
and maternal descendants of 
Imam Zayn al- Abidin (A) by six 
generations. 


Their father, Sayyid Husayn, 
was a community leader and 
led Hajj caravans. Their mother 
Fatimah was a pious scholar who 
requested Shaykh al-Mufid to 
write the book Ahkam an-Nisa' 
(Practical laws for Women). 


Sayyid Radi is best known for 
gathering and compiling the 
sermons, letters, and sayings 
of Amir al-Mu'minin (A) into the 
famous book Nahj al-Balaghah. 
He passed away at the age of 
47 in Muharram, 406 AH. He was

buried inside his own home. 


Sayyid Murtada bore the title 
Niqab at-Talibiyyin, which means 
the "Confidante of the Seekers," 
because he would always help 
others, yet still guard their secrets. 
He was also considered the 
jurisprudential leader, theologian, 
and Marja of the shi'ah after his 
teacher, Shaykh al-Mufid, passed 
away. One of his famous students 
was Shaykh at-Tust, the author of 
Tahdhib and Istibsar (two of the 
four most reliable shi'ah books). 


Sayyid Murtada passed away 
in 436 AH. He was buried in the 
Kharkh region of Baghdad.

* Samarra is located on the east bank 


of the Tigris River in the Salahuddin 
Province, 78 miles north of Baghdad. 
Due to the good weather, the Sasanian 
Kings had erected some buildings here. 
Samarra used to be the border city 
between the Persian and Roman 
empires. The Romans had control over 
it; therefore, its people were Christians. 


* After the revelation of Islam, the city was 


conquered from the Romans through 
various battles, and was destroyed, 


leaving its people scattered. 

* By the end of the 2nd century, there was 
only one temple left standing in this city. 
* This city was famous even before the

Muslims took over. 


* In the year 221 AH, Mutasim, the 8th 


Abbasid khalifah, rebuilt the city and 
appointed it as his capital. He named it 
“Sorra man ra,” which means “Whoever 
sees it will become happy.” 


* This name was engraved on the Abbasid 


coins during that time. 

From the death of Mutasim until 279 AH, 
seven Abbasid khalifahs also selected 
Samarra as their capital and constructed 
many buildings around it. 

Samarra was extended during the time 
of al-Mutawakkil, and a new city named 
Mutiwakkiliya was established next to it. 


* Once the capital of the khalifahate was 


moved back to Baghdad, Samarra’s 
development slowed down.

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| Holy Sardāb (Cellar) 
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In Iraq, it was common to 
build basements as shelters 
against the heat. These 
basements or cellars are 
called sardab, and are 
essentially houses built 
underground that contain 
a cold water fountain to 
keep the home cool in the 
summer. 


Imam al-Haàdi's (A) house in 
Samarra was home to three 
of the Imams (A). They 
spent many years living and 
worshipping the Almighty 


in there. Hence, it is very 


significant for the Shiah 
and lovers of the Imams (A). 


The sardab is located 
on the northwest side of 
the holy shrine and has 
recently undergone major 
construction. The sardab is 
only considered sacred due 
to the previous presence of 
the Infallibles (A) in it, but it 
is not considered to be the 
place of occultation. 


"Sardab al- 
Ghaybah" (the Basement 
of Occultation) is made 
up by those who have 
biased opinions about 
Shràh beliefs. In some 
Sunni sources, very harsh

language and accusations 
have been reported against 
this regard. 


Many mistakenly think the 
place the 12" Imam went to 
occultation in this basement, 
but this is a baseless claim. 
If it were true at all, many 
people would have seen the 
Imam as he was heading 
towards the basement, but 
there are no such reports. 
This indicates that his 
occultation had stared 
since the day of his blessed 
birthday and was maintained 
by his blessed parents, 
Imam al-Askari and Narjis 
Khatün (A). 


Best Time to Perform the Ziyarah of Imam az-Zaman (AJ) 


Sulayman ibn ‘Isa narrates from his father: 


| asked Imam as-Sadiq (A), "When | am incapable of visiting you physically, then 
how can | offer my ziyarah?" 


The Imam (A) replied, “O 1sà! If you are unable to come to us, perform a ghusl or 
wudü on Friday and stand under the sky and offer a two raka at prayer. Then. focus 
your attention towards me. Whoever visits me during my lifetime is like one who has 
visited me after my lifetime, and whoever performs my ziyarah after my lifetime is 
like one who has visited me during my lifetime!” 


Based on this hadith, it is clear that one can perform ziyarah of the living Imam 
at any time and in any place. While we should perform ziyarah of our Imam (AS). i 


everyday, we should at least offer our greetings on Friday, as this day holds specia 
significance.

Close to 150 descendants of 
Abr Talib, the Bani Hashim, and the Quraysh were present. All of a sudden, Imam Hasan 
al- Askari (A) entered the house grieving the death of his brother and stood next to his 
father. We did not recognize the young Imam. After some time, Imam al-Hadi (A) turned to 
Imam al-'Askari and said:

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Abū Jafar Muhammad ibn al-Imám'Ali al-Had7 
(A) is known as Sayyid Muhammad and is also 
known among the natives as Sabu' al-Dujayl 
(the lion of Dujayl). He was the eldest son of 
Imam al-Hàdi (A). 


Sayyid Muhammad's shrine is located in the city 
of Balad, about 50 kilometers south of Samarra. 
Balad is part of the Salahuddin Province and is 
also known as al-Balad as-Sayyid Muhammad. 
This shrine is respected greatly by the Shi'as, 
especially in ‘Iraq. 


He intended to perform Hajj in the year 252 
AH, but when he entered the city of Balad, he 
fell sick and passed away. This happened two 
years prior to the martyrdom of Imam al-HadT 
(A). His brother, Imam Hasan al- “eri (A) 
mourned for him profusely. 


Many karamat (supernatural wonders) 
have been attributed to Sayyid 
Muhammad. In al-Najm al-Thāqib, Mirza

It is said that the graves of some Sadat (Prophet's descendants) are located in Samarra: 


Sawsan (Mother of Imam Hasan al Askari (A) | 


Sawsan is the grandmother of Imam az-Zaman (AJ), and has therefore been referred to as 
the “Jaddah” as well. This noble and pious lady is also sometimes known as Hadith, Hadithe, 
Salil, and Reyhanah. In some texts, she has been called the wakil or representative of 
Imam al-Mahdi (AJ), because when the Shr às had asked Hakimah Khatün whom they 
should refer their questions to, she had appointed Hadrat Sawsan. She passed away in 
262 AH and was buried in her house. 


; | Hadrat Narjis Khatun (Mother 5i imam Zaman (AJ) | 


TEE Khatün was the mother of Imam az-Zaman (AJ). This noble ial was the daughter 
of Yashü a, son of the Roman Caesar, and was brought to Samarra as a slave. Imam al- 
Hàdi (A) purchased her and married her to his son Imam Hasan al- Askari (A). Her Roman 
name is Malika, and through her mother, her lineage traces back to Shamün, the successor 
of Prophet ‘Isa (A). After embracing Islam, she changed her name to Narjis. She passed 
away in 260 AH and and was buried in her house in Samarra, next to Imam al- Askar? (A). 


“Sayyid TEST ibn Ali (Brother of Imam Hasan al Askari (A): 
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Muhaddith Qumi writes in Mafatih al-Janàn: 
| have not found any bio about this great Sayyid; however, it can be concluded from some 
narrations that our Leader compared Imàm Hasan al- Askari (A) and his brother, Husayn 
ibn AIT (A), to the two holy sons of the Holy Prophet (S): Imam Hasan (A) and Imam Husayn 
(A). It has also been mentioned in the Hadith of Abu al-Tayyib that Imam az-Zaman's (AJ) 
voice was like the voice of his uncle Husayn. 
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Sayyid Husayn believed in the Imàmate of his brother Imam Hasan‘Askari (A) and was 
among his followers. He was known as one of the most devoted and ascetic people of his 
time. He was buried beneath the foot section of Imàm al-Hadi and Imam AskarT y, 


| Sayyid Jafar (Brother of Imam Hasan al Askari (A) 
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Abu ‘Abdillah Ja'far is another son af fehl et Hadi (A). Ty say ieee was Ye a pious 
person and was given the title al-Kadab, which means the liar. Imam al-Hàd1 (A) says about 
his son Jafar, "Stay away from my son Ja'far; his relationship to me is like the relationship 
of Kan'an to Prophet Nüh (A)." 


Imam Hasan al-'Askari (A) said, "The example of Ja'far and | is like Kabil and Habil, the 
two sons of Prophet Adam (A). If it were possible, Ja'far would have killed me, but Allah did 
not allow him to do so." 


After the martyrdom of Imam al-Hadt (A), Ja'far claimed the Imamate. He went to the 
current Caliph of the time and told him, “I will send you 2,000 Ashrafi if your order the 
Imámate to be transferred from my brother to me." 


The Caliph replied, "If the position of Imamate was in our hands, we would have taken it 
and guarded it for ourselves. If the Shi'às see miracles and generosity from you as they 
saw from your father and brother, they will choose you as their Imam, and you would not 
need our help." 


After the martyrdom of Imam Hasan al-'Askari (A), Ja'far once again claimed the Imámate, 
but Allah knows all. 


It has been narrated in Bihar ul-Anwar from Tafsri Ayyashi from Mufazil ibn Amr that Imam 
as-Sadiq (A) was asked about the following ayah:

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And there is no one from the People of the Book except that he will surely believe in him 


T" before his death. (4:159) 


The Imam (A) replied:

"This ayah has been revealed for us. Indeed, no son of Lady Fatimah (A) will leave this 
world without acknowledging the Imam of his time, just like the sons of Ya qüb confessed 
the prophecy of Yüsuf and said, "They said, 'By Alláh, Allàh has aee preferred you 

over us, Ap we HE duse Es erring." 


| Hadrat Samanah (Mother of rin al- Hadi (A )) 


ETTO Scc RENT is TE racine of keen al- Hadr (A) and is edis as "Um al-Fadl (mother 
of Grace)!" and “Sayyidah.” She was among the righteous, wise, and ascetic women of her 
time who would fast most of the days and pray through the nights. She passed away in 
Imam al-Hadi's (A) house and was buried there alongside her son. 


f Hashim Ja far 


Dawüd ibn Qasim, son of Ishaq ibn. "Abdullah ibn Ja far ibn Abi Talib, known as Abu Hashim. 
is a descendent of Ja'far at-Tayyar. The lineage of this noble man from his mother can be 
traced back to Muhammad ibn Abi Bakr. He was a companion of Imam ar-Ridha (A), Imam 
al-Jawad (A), Imam al-Hàdi (A), and Imam al- Askari (A). His grave is also inside of the 
holy shrine. 


Jamil ibn Darraj is among the trustworthy narrators (ath- 
thiqa) who has narrated ahadith through Zurarah from Imam 
as-Sadiq (A) and Imam Masa al-Kazim (A). 


His tomb is in Dajil, in the Tarimiya village on the right side of Baghdad's main road, about 
12 km away from Baghdad and close to the Tigris River.

Abū Nu'man Ibàhim, the brave son of Malik al-Ashtar, was the commander of Mukhtar's 
army. He was raised by his father, and despite his young age, he participated in the Battle 
of Siffin alongside his father and Amir ul-Mu'minin (A). Ibrahim rose against the khalifah 
of his time, ‘Abdul Malik Marwan, and took over Basrah, Küfah, and other parts of ‘Iraq. 


He was able to defeat the khalifah's army and kill their commanders, such as Ubaydullah 
ibn Zryàd, Shimr ibn Dhi l-Jawshan, Hurmalah, and Khüli. 


After Mukhtar was martyred, Ibrahim remained as the leader of Mosul, Jazirah, Azerbaijan, 
and Armenia until Abdul Malik attacked ‘Iraq in 72 AH. When his commander ran away, the 
‘Iraqi army was defeated, and Ibrahim was surrounded. Despite his great resistance, they 
were able to martyr Ibrahim and send his head to ‘Abdul Malik, who then burnt his body. 


Ibrahim was martyred on the 13th of Jamadi ul-Awwal in Dayr al-Jathaliq, which is south of 
Dujail, and was buried there as well. This grave is known as Shaykh Ibrahim today. 


Allamah Majlisi: Ibrahim did not have any doubt in his faith. He did not go astray in his 
belief and never lost his certainty. He participated in avenging the blood of Imàm Husayn 
(A). He was a loyalist of the Prophet (S) and Ahl al-Bayt (A), and their flagbearer.
